Youngest bee contestant ever falls victim to ‘ingluvies’

Lori Anne Madison, 6, 
stepped boldly Wednes- 
day afternoon to the mi- 
crophone, lowered it a bit 
to fit her height, and took 
on the word “ingluvies” 
at the National Spelling 
Bee. 

The youngest person 
ever to compete in the 
bee stumbled on the term 
for a bird’s craw, spelling 
it “engluvies.” Earlier, she 
correctly spelled “diri- 
gible.” 

Although Lori Anne 
did not make the cut of 50 
semifinalists for Thurs- 
day she won a round of 
applause from fellow 
competitors and those in 
the audience. 

Spellers took a written 
test Tuesday and those re- 
sults figured into the selection of semifinalists. 

The competition concludes Thursday night. 

Lori Anne, a second-grader, joined 277 other contestants at 
the Scripps National Spelling Bee. She defeated 21 children in 
the regional bee in Prince William County in Virginia. 

She won by spelling the word “vaquero,” the Spanish trans- 
lation of “cowboy” often used in parts of the South. 

While she loves spelling, Lori Anne has other interests as 
well. 

She likes to study while swinging upside down or jumping 
on her trampoline, according to her bio on the event’s web- 
site. She’s also a competitive swimmer, has won math and sci- 
ence awards, and takes karate, dance and tennis classes. 

Since 1993, there have been four spellers who were 8 years 
old, said Mike Hickerson, the bee’s communications man- 
ager. 

Incentives include a $30,000 cash prize, an engraved tro- 
phy a $2,500 U.S. savings bond and a $5,000 scholarship. 

Spellers range between ages 6 and 15, and come from all 
50 states and U.S. territories. They include competitors from 
other nations, including China, Canada, Ghana and Japan. 

The National Spelling Bee started in 1925 under a collabo- 
ration among nine newspapers. In 1941, Scripps assumed 
sponsorship of the event. It was not held during the war years 

of 1943-45-

Google “celebs 
without makeup” 
and find new features annually compiling 
facially naked celebs. Not, of course, in the 
interest of anything complimentary. A head- 
line such as “lo hottest celebrities without 
makeup” leads not to an appreciation of 
natural beauty but the statement “See how 
hot celebrities become ugly without makeup” 
and a story aiming to find the least-attractive 
photos of celebs such as Penelope Cruz and 
Keira Knightley widely regarded as beautiful 
in their made-up state. Perhaps so people can 
tell themselves that, with the right products, 
they could be that gorgeous too. 

No one will deny America’s overwhelming 
fascination with celebrity, or the ceaseless 
need to return huge stars to a plane on which 
they’re— groan— just like us. 

“Rihanna exposed in nude photo leak!” 
“George Clooney shops at Target!” “Justin 
Bieber goes bowling!” 

It’s not surprising that people want to 
narrow the distance between their own 
lives, which rarely land them cosmetic 
endorsements or magazine covers, and the 
rich, famous folks elevated onto pedestals 
by fortunate genes and big paychecks and, 
ideally, talent. It brings us behind the curtain 
of stardom, as if we’re the friends and family 
who get to see these fascinating, supposedly 
carefree creatures in their natural state and 


habitat. 

^'t we simultaneously lose sight of the ri- 
diculously obvious cliche that celebs are peo- 
ple too, and that women don’t wear makeup 
just to turn us on, guys. Saying that appearing 
in public without makeup is “brave” speaks 
to a society that still perceives women as sex 
objects required to perform, but making a big 
deal out of it also plays right into the notion 
that such an action is significant at all 

\^s, there are people who will be reported 
on simply for walking outside and getting the 
paper. Still, stories about who did or didn’t 
wear makeup today further perpetuates the 
idea that the famous person who exists in 
the public eye is not— and shouldn’t be— the 
same person as the human who spends time 
hanging out, unkempt, around the house in 
crumb-covered pajamas. Admit it, supermod- 
els. 

Touch-ups are as old as photos, and even 
a talent as natural as Adele barely looks like 
herself on the cover of \bgue. So why must 
we constantly analyze how female stars look 
without makeup, as if they’re some kind of 
fraud for accentuating themselves in the 
same way actors receive stylist assistance for 
hair, wardrobe and, yes, makeup? 

Katy Perry and Julianne I Tough can 
promote Proactiv and cop to being hu- 
man women who experienced human skin 
problems. A secretary of state and former 
presidential candidate, however, can’t walk 
around sans powder without a discussion of 
what she really looks like. 

We’re visual beings; we’ll always comment 
on the appearance of public figures. But the 
most newsworthy thing that could happen 
as part of this issue would be to not write a 
news story every time a famous woman goes 
outside without makeup, when in reality 
emerging from the cage of celebrity into the 
jtxngle of public opinion in any condition 
takes a certain amount of guts.

Madelyn Nave wanted to be an athlete. The 
problem was that she didn’t seem to be very good 
at sports. 

Basketball, volleyball, softball— each was a di- 
saster. But then she learned about a more obscure 
sport offered by Naperville North High School. 

“I found lacrosse just because it was new, it was 
upcoming, and I thought I’d try it,” said Nave, 
i8. “I went out, started playing some games and 
loved it.” 

Title IX advocates like to say that when it 
comes to girls high school sports, “if you build 
it, they will come.” That’s not always evident 


at some schools, including Naperville North, 
where officials say many teams go begging for 
players. 

The girls lacrosse squad is no exception; at 32 
players, it’s one-third the size of the boys team. 
But probe a bit under the surface and it becomes 
clear that its athletes face subtle obstacles. 

Coach Kirk Lamitie said most of his players 
had never encountered the sport before high 
school, partly because the women’s version— 
which is less physical than the men’s— is rarely 
the subject of marketing campaigns or featured 
on TV ESPN’s schedule of college games this 
year included 64 contests on the men’s side and 


only 14 on the women’s. 

“It’s hard to get freshmen interested in a sport 
they’ve really never seen,” Lamitie said. 

He added that while girls lacrosse teams typi- 
cally get many of their players from soccer, that 
doesn’t happen in Illinois. Unlike many states, 
girls soccer here is played in the spring, putting it 
in conflict with lacrosse. 

Nave even said pop culture comes into play 
Lacrosse, while still a relatively new sport in the 
Midwest, has already spawned the “Lax Bro,” an 
ideal of chilled-out, shaggy-haired athleticism 
that appeals to many boys. There is no equivalent 
archetype for girls. Nave said.

As the battle of the sexes rages on in all 
corners of daily life— in the workplace, the 
media, the political arena, the world of ro- 
mance-one particular divide is in the spot- 
light this June. 

The athletic field. 

Lour decades after Title IX prohibited 
discrimination against female athletes, boys 
still vastly outnumber girls on the playing 
fields and gym floors of Illinois high schools, 
an imbalance that raises two thorny ques- 
tions: 

Is this a problem? And if so, what can be 
done about it? 

The answers are trickier than you might 
expect given the high profile of Title IX, a 
federal measure credited with opening the 
world of competitive sports to millions of 
American girls. 

When the measure was signed into law 
in June 1972, only 7 percent of the nation’s 
high school athletes were female. Today, the 
figure is at 41 percent, but the remaining gap 
hasn’t narrowed much in the past 15 years, 
either nationally or close to home. 

A sampling of Chicago-area high school 
sports programs shows that nearly all have 
a smaller share of female athletes than fe- 
male students. That’s a troubling sign, some 
believe, because research suggests that girls 
who are involved in sports are healthier, hap- 
pier and more academically advanced than 
their peers. 

Coaches, administrators and students in- 
terviewed by the Txibune, though, contend 
that schools are not to blame. 

Some say girls aren’t going out for sports 
because they’re not encouraged to see them- 


selves as athletes. Others believe girls have 
broader interests that may not include the 
teams offered by their schools. And some, 
like Allie Bauch, a three-sport athlete due to 
graduate from Conant High School in Hoff- 
man Estates this weekend, think girls take a 
hint from the sparse crowds that often greet 
their games. 

“It takes a lot of bribing to get people 
to come to girls sports,” said Bauch, 17, re- 
calling her school’s occasional attempts to 
pump up student attendance at girls basket- 
ball games by offering free admission. “That 
might turn away a lot of girls. They don’t like 
to deal with [the fan disinterest}.” 

Others, though, say there’s strong evi- 
dence that some schools are denying girls 
the chance to play The National Women’s 
Law Center, a Washington-based advocacy 
group, filed a still-pending discrimination 


complaint against Chicago Public Schools 
after determining that in 2006 only 14 per- 
cent of the district’s athletes were girls de- 
spite a student body that was 51 percent 
female. 

“The gap is so large, in and of itself, that 
it’s clear something is going on,” said Neena 
Chaudhry an attorney for the law center. 
“It’s clear there is room to add opportunities 
for girls.” 

A CPS spokesman responded that the 
district has steadily added girls teams since 
2007— going from 70 to 105 teams in volley- 
ball, for instance, and from 49 to 62 teams 
in soccer— and that 34 percent of its athletes 
last year were female (the figure goes some- 
what higher if cheerleaders, only some of 
whom are in competitive squads, are count- 
ed). 

No other area district has been the sub- 


ject of a sports-related Title IX complaint in 
the past five years. Administrators say they 
haven’t heard grievances from students or 
parents, either. 

Some officials, though, say extra effort 
is clearly needed. Evanston Township High 
School athletic director Chris Livatino 
has enlisted his athletes and coaches to get 
younger girls into the athletic pipeline, send- 
ing them to elementary schools to demon- 
strate their sports and, with luck, generate 
interest that will last. 

“There’s no doubt that going through the 
team process, putting in those hours of prac- 
tice, dealing with the obstacles, dealing with 
difficult personalities and finding a way to be 
a leader helps mold you into a stronger, more 
confident person,” he said. “I want as many 
girls in our community to get that experi- 
ence as possible.”

NO FARE HIKES 


Agency comes up with 
$80 million in place 
of union concessions

After months of warnings about fare hikes 
and service cuts unless labor unions came 
up with $8o million in concessions, CTA 
President Forrest Claypool on Wednesday 
called off the threats. 

The agency, he said, suddenly has come 
up with the cash, mostly through “one-time 
savings” that will not be available in 2013. 

Finding the money not only lifts the burden 
from the transit-riding public, but also relieves 
pressure from the Regional Transportation 
Authority which has pushed Claypool to 
repair an unbalanced 2012 budget. 

“We’re doing everything we can ... to 
reform the system, to cut costs, to be more 
efficient and to work with our labor partners 
... with the goal of removing pressure on fares 
and avoiding the types of devastating service 
cuts and layoffs that we saw just two years 


ago,” Claypool said. 

Claypool told the RTA board that the 
CTA has identified S57 million in 2012 
expense reductions, most of them— about 
S44 million— in labor savings. The rest comes 
from lower costs for materials and fuel, and 
fewer worker injuries. 

The CTA also is benefiting from an extra 
$5 million due to a surge in ridership. 

Finally, the RTA is expected to give the 
CTA $17.9 million in additional sales taxes 
from 2011. 

Negotiations with the CTA’s labor tmions 
continue, he said. 

“We bought ourselves some time,” 
Claypool said. “{But] all the tricks in the trick 
bag are gone.” 

The RTA, whose board approved the CTA 
budget based on the assumption that the 
unions would agree to $80 million in work 
rule changes favoring the CTA, says it will 
need another month to review Claypool’s 
plan before declaring an all-clear. But officials 
said they were pleased with the progress. 


How they did it 

Here is a breakdown of the $80 million the 
CTA said Wednesday it will use to avoid fare 
hikes and service reductions without labor 
concessions. 

Some $57 million comes from one-time 
expense reductions for 2012. These 
include: 

» Labor: $44 million from wage freeze, tem- 
porary hiring slowdown, mild winter 
» Materials: $3 million from temporary 
slowdown 

» Fuel and power: $3.1 million from lower 
than expected hedged fuel prices, mild 
winter 

» Injuries and damages: $7.2 million below 
projection 

Additionally: 

» $5 million comes from extra fare revenue 
due to higher ridership. 

» $17.6 million comes from additional 2011 
sales tax revenue collected by RTA. 



Let’s play 
Name That 
Station!

The CTAon Wednesday put out a pitch 
to sell businesses naming rights and 
sponsorships to ii rail stations, mostly 
on the North Side and downtown as 
well as at both Chicago airports. 

The stations are Addison, Belmont, 
Fullerton, North/Clybourn, Chicago, 
Grand/State, 79th and 95th on the Red 
Line; Ashland/63rd on the Green Line; 
O’Hare on the Blue Line; and Midway 
on the Orange Line, officials said. 

A CTA spokeswoman said “diversity 
of location” was among the key criteria 
in selecting the ii stations. 

CTA officials described the stations 
as “iconic assets” that companies would 
be proud to associate their names with, 
but the transit agency would not say 
how much money it is hoping to gener- 
ate from prospective deals. 

“The valuation will vary depending 
on location, ridership, marketability 
etc.,” CTA spokeswoman Molly Sul- 
livan said. “We will not discuss how 
much we expect to receive from the 
sponsorships.” 

The offer of exclusive naming rights 
at “L’ and subway stations represents 
the transit agency’s latest move to gen- 
erate more revenue from nontraditional 
sources and help stave off the perennial 
threat of fare hikes and service cuts. 

Earlier this year, the CTA solicited 
bids for corporate naming rights spon- 
sorships to assets including Bus Tracker 
and Train Tracker, the Holiday Train, 
New ^ar’s Eve penny rides and First 
Day Free Rides for Chicago Public 
Schools students. 

Those bids were due Alay 18, but the 
transit agency received a strong response 
only for the penny rides, Sullivan said. 

“We are currently reviewing the bids 
received and negotiating agreements 
and expect to re-bid in the future the 
other programs that were part of the 
first round of requests for proposals,” 
she said.

Police uncover 
live grenades 
in Wrigleyville 
basement

Several buildings in Lakeview were evacuated 
Wednesday afternoon after bomb and arson inves- 
tigators found three live grenades in one of them, 
police said. 

Officials had called for a hazardous materials re- 
sponse to the 900 block of West Newport Avenue 
after investigators found the World War Il-era gre- 
nades in the basement of a building there, Chicago 
Police News Affairs Officer Darryl Baety said. 

A total of three multi-unit buildings were evacu- 
ated, Baety said.

Romney + Obama 
+ unicorn debate? 


Call them “unicorners.” A liberal group says 
it has collected more than 19,000 emails re- 
questing Arizona officials to confirm Mitt 
Romney is not a unicorn. 

Without such proof, the group Left Action 
argues with tongue in cheek, Romney may 
indeed be a unicorn— his dark mane hiding a 
horn— and therefore ineligible to be on the 
presidential ballot in November. 

The farcical campaign mimics efforts by 
“birthers,” and some top supporters of certain 
Republican presidential nominee Mitt Rom- 
ney to continually raise the already-settled 
issue of whether President Obama meets the 
Constitution’s requirements for citizenship. 

“I feel like we’ve tried logic with the 
birthers for too long,” Left Action founder 
John Hlinko said Wednesday “Now it’s time 


to take their arguments to the logical extreme 
to show how absurd they are.” 

While steeped in satire, the unicorn-birther 
matter touches on deeper issues as Obama and 
Romney head into the November campaign. 

Since before Obama’s election in 2008, 
some conservatives have questioned whether 
he was born in the U.S. If not, they said, he was 
ineligible to serve as president. 

Despite conclusive evidence to the con- 
trary, the issue has remained alive, nurtured 
by the conservative blogosphere and raised 
repeatedly by Republican figures. 

Donald Trump, whose 2011 crusade to un- 
earth details about Obama’s origins drew glob- 
al attention and prompted the White House 
to release the president’s long-form birth cer- 
tificate, raised the issue again last week.

White Sox slugger 
shakes off memory 
of terrible 2011

All Adam Dunn could talk about this 
past offseason was how the White Sox 
made a smart move getting the old ver- 
sion of him back for 2012. 

His numbers appear to have turned 
him into a prophet. He’s hit as many 
home runs (ii) this May as he did all of 
last year, his average is up more than 80 
points, and he’s on pace to draw more 
than 100 walks for the first time in three 
years. 

“I think he’s better in every facet 
of his game,” teammate Paul Konerko 
said. “If you can get through what he 
went through last year, you’re that much 
stronger.” 

It’s credit the Houston-born Dunn is 
quick to downplay 

“Hitting is kind of contagious,” he 
said. “Seems like when we’re hitting, ev- 
erybody’s hitting, and when we’re not, 
nobody’s hitting. %u’ve just gotta ride it 
out as long as you can.” 

So what exactly is different this year as 
opposed to last? 

“Not a whole lot actually,” Dunn said. 
“I feel great but it seems like I’ll have 
some home run swings there, everything 
else falls into place.” 

While Konerko’s quest for .400 may 
be grabbing all the headlines in town 
these days, Dunn is quietly writing one 
of the more remarkable comeback sto- 
ries in recent Chicago sports history 
And it’s coincided with a Sox surge into 
first place, including their current eight- 
game win streak after Wednesday’s vic- 


tory in damp a Bay. 

'I'he man fans call Big Donkey has 
helped key and offensive explosion on 
the South Side that has made new hit- 
ting coach Jeff Manto look like a genius. 
So, clearly Manto watched a lot of tape 
on Dunn and came up with a specific 
game plan to bring back the player the 
Sox thought they were getting when they 
signed him to a four-year, $56 million con- 
tract prior to the 20 Ji season, right? 

Wrong again. 

“I didn’t watch any film on Adam 
Dunn because I didn’t want to come in 
with an idea,” Manto said. “I wanted to 
know the person first. Sometimes when 
we look at video, that’s our perception 
and that certainly wasn’t the reality of 
who Adam was. I came in with no pre- 
conceived notions.” 

One thing everybody seems to agree 
on that’s different about the 2012 ver- 
sion of Dunn is his newfound patience 
at the plate. 

Dunn has seemingly made it a priority 
to see more pitches and go deeper in the 
count this year. On Sunday against the 
Indians, nearly 20 percent of the pitches 
starter Ubaldo Jimenez threw were to 
Dunn, resulting in a pair of six-pitch at- 
bats and a pair of walks. 

“The more pitches you obviously see 
early in the game, {the starter] won't be 
around later,” Dunn said. 

Konerko says Dunn’s resurgence is a 
big part of the reason why he and fellow 
slugger Dayan Viciedo (ii home runs this 
season) are off to such hot starts, 

“It changes the whole way teams pitch 
to the guys in front of him, guys behind 
him,” Konerko said. “He takes a ton of 
walks, so even in his outs, Adam goes 
3-2 counts almost every time he goes up 
there.”

New bars, clubs and restaurants open 
nearly every week in Chicago. With so 
much competition for customers, new 
hangouts either stand out— or they don’t.

But while Mercer 
has a clubby vibe in the city’s trendiest bar 
neighborhood. The Monkey’s Paw is more 
out of the way, where the crowds seem to 
be more the stroller-toting set. Do they 
have what it takes to survive? Only time

The setting: The 

Monkey’s Paw opened 
quietly earlier this month 
at Southport and Lill, 
a location that’s far 
enough away from ma- 
jor bus and train lines 
that it’ll likely rely on 
neighbors for steady 
business. With reliable 
tavern Crossing just 
down the street, owners 
may have a hard time 
convincing bargoers to 
try the new spot on the 
block. 


The crowd: The first time I 
visited, around 10 p.m. on a 
Friday, the bar was so empty 
that my group felt like we were 
disturbing the few parties that 
were there. But the bartenders 
seemed excited to have us in 
and quickly explained that they 
still were in soft-opening mode. 
When I stopped by earlier on my 
second go-round, near dinner- 
time on a Sunday, our company 
included a few groups (several 
of which seemed to have friends 
on staff) and families with kids. It 
felt more like a corner restaurant 
than a bar, but at 7 p.m., that’s 
exactly what a place like this may 
need. 


The food and drinks: At first glance, the menu seemed 
a little unfocused and even overambitious for a bar. 
Yellowtail ceviche and tandoori chicken skewers? Duck 
confit poutine and a clam bake, plus charcuterie? Yup, 
it’s all there -though truthfully, it was all pretty good. 
We started with the market salad ($ 8 ), which included 
some super-fresh lettuces and wax beans tossed in a 
vinaigrette. The chicken tandoori “lollipops” ($ 6 ) were 
flavorful and tender, though the tenderloin skewers 
($7) were seriously tough. The clam bake ($14) arrived 
as a small pot of mussels, clams, sliced chorizo, pota- 
toes and corn. It all was tender, if a little salty, and went 
quickly when split between two. 

When it comes to drinks, the bar focuses on whiskey 
and craft beers, and offers flight options for both-al- 
ways a fun way to try something new. The cocktails we 
tasted-the Botanical Buzz (a mix of gin, lemon juice 
and honey liqueur) and Storm Warning (rum, ginger 
liqueur, lime juice and plum bitters)-were served with 
ice when they would have had more power straight up.

The service: Knowing the 
tendency for any spot on 
Hubbard Street to draw a big 
after-work crowd, I hit Mercer 
early (I’m talking 6 p.m.) on a 
Friday. After playing the awk- 
ward stand-near-the-entrance- 
waiting-to-be-seated game, 
my friend and I decided it 
must be a do-it-yourself oper- 
ation. Most of the dining room 
was empty and tables already 
were set with utensils and 
menus, so why not? A server 
took our orders, brought us 
our cocktails and it was then 
that disaster struck: A hostess 
materialized, scolding us for 
taking a table that was “re- 
served.” In fact, every table in 
the restaurant was reserved 
for the night, she said, so we 
would have to sit at the bar. 
Despite all but a few tables 
near the front being empty, 
we obliged, dragging bar- 
stools around just to be able 
to sit together. Our ex-table 
remained empty until we left. 
So did at least 70 percent of 
the others. 


The scene: With all the wall 
murals of forest scenes and 
glowing photos of grass, I 
believe the feel they’re go- 
ing for here is “fresh.” The 
space is huge, with three bars 
and open windows facing 
Hubbard for prime people- 
watching. A DJ booth in the 
back is sure to change the 
mood on late weekend nights. 
While I was there, a few 
couples perched on barstools 
with groups of post-work/pre- 
party 20-somethings taking 
over tables near the front. A 
few older groups stopped in 
for dinner, but really, there 
wasn’t much going on so 
early. I’d expect the scene 
to pick up closer to 9 or 10 
p.m. when Mercer is sure to 
get lucky with overflow from 
nearby Hubbard Inn, Epic or 
Paris Club. 


The food and drinks: While 
I’m never expecting a bargain 
in River North, the price point 
here is steep. Seafood-heavy 
appetizers (including fried 
oysters, tempura shrimp and 
tuna carpaccio) start at $11 
and top out at $20. My friend 
and I tried the meat platter, 
but for $13, 1 expected more 
than some stale serrano ham 
and three piles of the same 
type of salami. Cocktails will 
set you back $12-a num- 
ber I don’t mind if the drinks 
are high-quality. My cocktail, 
called the Ruby (grapefruit 
vodka, agave and sauvignon 
blanc) would have been more 
drinkable without the pink salt 
rim. In the end, two cocktails 
and two shareable appetizers 
added up to more than $50 
with tip, which is comparable 
to what you might pay at Epic 
across the street, or for a few 
more small plates at Paris 
Club-but there, the food qual- 
ity clearly is much higher. 


Bottom line: If you’re going for an upscale vibe, people will expect equally polished service. As the 
new kid on the block, Mercer needs to work a bit harder to earn bargoers’ respect before they’re 
ready to open their wallets. There are better ways to spend your money on this flush block.

Never too late 


Rather than waning, rye 
whiskey boom appears 
to be gaining steam

Rye whiskey is in vogue, but that’s not news. 
What’s news is that rye whiskey is still in 
vogue. 

Five years after rye began its comeback, 
it has arguably become even more popular, 
as distilleries of all sizes continue jumping 
aboard the craze. Though much of the best 
work is being done by regional craft distill- 
eries, the most telling sign of its long-term 
viability could be the big boys’ interest: last 
year, Bulleit released its first rye, and in July, 
Knob Creek will follow suit. 

Most observers trace rye’s resurgence to 
the classic cocktail movement, and the fact 
that many whiskey drinks — such as the Man- 
hattan— were never meant to be made with 
softer spirits like bourbon. But as bourbon’s 
dominance grew— and it is easily this coun- 
try’s most popular whiskey— we fell out of the 
rye habit. 

rye’s renewed appeal is plain: spicy and 
bold, it is to whiskey what India pale ale has 
been to craft beer, offering robustness that 
speaks to America’s increasingly braver and 
sawier palates. And in cocktails, it has enough 
character to stand out among other ingredi- 
ents. 

Though Knob Creek’s forthcoming rye 


is admirable— balanced, approachable and a 
reasonable buy at a suggested $36 —the most 
interesting takes are coming from small craft 
distillers such as McKenzie Rye, made by Fin- 
ger Lakes Distilling in upstate New York. 

Brian McKenzie, president and owner of 
Finger Lakes, said he knew he wanted to at- 
tempt a rye when starting his business in 
2008. 

“It’s a product I’ve just always loved,” McK- 
enzie said. “ Y)u get more herbal notes — some 
mints, some Christmas spice, some orange 
peel and cardamom and stuff like that. It’s in 
the {rye} grain itself, and once the whiskey in- 
teracts with the oak, it comes out.” 

McKenzie finishes his rye in sherry barrels, 
which lend a surprising softness and mild fruit 
tones that mingle with the grain’s spice. He 
discovered the technique by accident, initial- 
ly seeing the sherry barrel as a holding vessel 
that wouldn’t impart much flavor. It turned 
out, however, that he came up with a fascinat- 
ing spirit all its own. 

Though McKenzie Rye was released in 
2010, a few years after the first wave of come- 
back ryes — think Templeton and High West 
—McKenzie wasn’t worried he would be late. 

“We saw the little boom going on in the cat- 
egory and even though we were a little later 
than some, we thought it would continue on,” 
he said. “In the metro markets, it has been our 
best seller by far.” 

Which just proves that with rye, it’s never 
too late.

Sixpoint Brewery hits city

America’s hippest beer has arrived. Straight 
out of the home of so many independent rock 
bands, mustachioed men in skinny jeans and 
many grandparents, Sixpoint Brewery has 
come to Chicago taps and shelves. 

All of the brewery’s five year-round beers 
are available: Sweet Action (an odd, light hy- 
brid ale). The Crisp (a Pilsener), Righteous (a 
rye ale), Bengali Tiger (an India pale ale) and 
Resin, a double IPA. 

Resin is the early standout. In true double 
IPA style, it’s a flavor punch, rife with robust 
floral-pine from ample hops. 

It’s not a terribly balanced beer— if you 
don’t like hops, don’t bother— but thrives 
thanks to a thick, creamy body and the 
smooth, mild sweetness that spreads across 
the taste buds. 

Cleanly and richly executed, Resin surpass- 
es many double IPAs simply because it is so 
savory 

Resin is available on draft at Jake Mel- 
nick’s (41 E. Superior St., 312-266-0400) and 
in 12-ounce cans at many Binny’s and Whole 
Foods locations (other Sixpoint beers are sold 
in 1 6 -ounce cans).
